Normal Hts. fire disrupts jubilee

NORMAL HEIGHTS — When cars headed for the 
Carmelite Monastery on Hawley Boulevard where 
Franciscan Father Frederick Gorka’s golden jubilee was 
to be celebrated June 30 at 2 p.m., they were stopped by 
barricades set up in neighborhood streets. 


The Carmelite Sisters were evacuated from the 
monastery at 1 p.m., as flames swept eastward from a 
canyon near Interstate 8. They spent the afternoon and 
stayed overnight in homes of Our Lady of the Sacred 
Heart parishioners. The Sisters wanted to return to the 
monastery Sunday evening to prevent looting, but 
firefighters prohibited them, Prioress Sister Maura 
Coakley said. 


THE CARMELITE Sisters shared the anxiety of 
other evacuees uncertain of the fate of their homes, she 
said. The monastery was spared damage, just as it was 
during a fire in the 1940s when scapulars were hung on

the building to protect it, Sister Maura said. “‘How 
grateful we are...for such a gift from God!”’ 


The fire brought back memories to Krystyna Saling, a 
member of St. Maximilian Kolbe Polish Mission, which 
co-sponsored Father Gorka’s jubilee celebration. malt 
reminded me of running down the burning streets of 
Warsaw in 1944,’’ she said. ‘‘We will be saved because 
we are believers.” 


Attention remained focused on the fire during Father 
Gorka’s Mass of Thanksgiving concelebrated by 10 
priests at St. Didacus Church at 3 p.m. 


“‘TODAY’S EXPERIENCE teaches us how little we 
can anticipate that our plans will be fulfilled,’’ the golden 
jubilarian said during his homily. ‘“We might be less 
distracted by externals and can focus on the purpose of the 
celebration.”’ 


Father Gorka ‘‘testified that God charts the paths of 
our lives.’’ Ordained in Krakow, Poland, he came to the 
United States in 1939, thus being ‘‘spared the ravages’ of 
World War II. : 


Four years later he served 
as chaplain of his 
‘‘expatriated countrymen’”’ 
in two East African Polish 
refugee camps until the end 
of the war. 


DURING THE petitions 
he prayed for the 
‘“‘Carmelite Sisters unable to 
be with us after making such

extensive preparations for this celebration.”’ 


The Polish community’s gift to Father Gorka, a silk 
stole purchased from Benedictine Sisters in Krakow, was 
being kept in the home of Tom Ostrowski at 3351 North 
Mountain View Drive, Saling said. After leaving for the 
celebration, his home was surrounded by flames racing 
down the street. 


At the reception in St. Didacus school hall following the 
Mass, Clarence Paderewski announced to Father Gorka 
that the stole had been destroyed in the fire. Just then, 
Ostrowski hurried into the room,‘‘ waving the stole,”’ 
Saling said. ‘‘We screamed and cheered.”’ 


HE HAD returned home to find only his patio and 
awnings burned. ‘‘It was God’s mercy that stopped the 
flames,’’ Saling said. Across the street dozens of homes 
were extensively damaged. 


Father Gorka’s ministry in the San Diego diocese 
began 14 years ago when he was appointed chaplain of the 
local Polish community and of the Discalced Carmelite 
Sisters, retaining the latter position until 1984. 


St. Didacus parish 
responds to tragedy

NORMAL HEIGHTS — Life appeared to be going 
on as normal along Adams Avenue in Normal Heights, 
but the closer I came to St. Didacus Church, the more I 
could see evidence of the disastrous June 30 fire that swept 
up a hillside and destroyed and damaged many homes. 


Police barricades were still in place July 2, with officers 
sitting under beach umbrellas and halting all traffic 
attempting to move through the burned-out area. The 
entire area smelled like an ashtray. 


THE OFFICE of the St. Didacus rectory was clogged 
with paper bags filled with food and other items of 
assistance for the victims. Msgr. Michael Coughlan, the 
pastor of St. Didacus, told Southern Cross about his 
experience of the fire. 


“‘T was celebrating the noon Mass (June 30). Since the 
weather was so hot, about 96 (degrees), I had all the 
church windows closed and the fans turned on. During 
the Mass, the fire had started down in Mission Valley, 
and by the time we came out of the church the sky was 
filled with smoke and ashes were falling like rain. 


‘The first thing we did was phone the police, to offer 
the use of our school (two blocks away) as an evacuation 
center. After that, I could not assist as much as I would 
have liked, due to the celebration of Father (Frederick) 
Gorka’s 50th anniversary Mass (see related story, this 
page). : 

“BUT WHILE I was assisting with Father Gorka’s 
celebration, Father Paul Palmitessa, my associate pastor, 
helped to care for about 35 evacuees who naturally came 
to the rectory. They were given full access to telephones, 
refreshments.

‘““On Monday, we began coordinating efforts with the 
Red Cross and the Normal Heights Methodist Church. 
One of our people, Rita Corder, is coordinating the 
parish efforts. Here at St. Didacus, we supply food, 
clothing and shelter in one of our three-bedroom houses 
which is vacant at the moment. We have also started a 
fund for limited financial assistance. 


‘‘ONE VERY impressive fact is how wonderful people 
from all over the area have been. People have driven from 
as far as Del Mar, and have come as late as 10 in the 
evening, to offer some assistance. Teen-agers from all 
over are volunteering to help clean up. People always rise 
to the occasion. 


“This has been a great 
catastrophe, with about 70 
homes burned to the ground 
and about 150 of our 
parishioners left homeless. It 
has been an especially cruel 
turn of events for our 
elderlys tee his-i1sp5ca 
neighborhood with many

elderly, some of whom have lived here for 40 years. Now 
they have lost everything, and are just in a state of shock. 
We are all in shock. One member of the parish, a woman 


named Rose, will be 90 years old next week. 
Unfortunately, she lost her house and everything in it 
because of the fire. 


“‘T try to get people to see that life is a mix of good and 
evil, for on the very same day that this terrible fire swept 
through the neighborhood, God permitted the release of 
39 of our hostages. 


“(ONE SUPPORT we received was the concern of our 
bishop, who is recovering from surgery. Bishop Maher 
phoned on Sunday evening, and also on Monday 
morning, to see how we were doing. Support such as that 
means a great deal at such a time as this. The bishop 
considers it a miracle that no lives were lost, and also that 
both the church and the Carmelite Convent were spared. 
He credits this to the prayers. of the good Carmelite 
nuns.”

Briefs 


POPE AND RUPERT — A Vatican 
spokesman has termed ‘‘ridiculous’’ news 
reports that Pope John Paul II has agreed to 
pen a weekly column for newspapers owned by 
Australian press baron Rupert Murdoch. 
“The Holy Father is not going to become a 
journalist,’’ Vatican spokesman Msgr. Giulio 
Nigolini said July 8. However, a New York 
literary agent and lawyer said he has an 
agreement with the Vatican which allows 
editing of the pope’s writings, ‘‘past, present 
and future,’’ to fit a weekly newspaper 
column. He said the column has been sold to 
the Murdoch syndicate and will begin running 
in early September. Cardinal Edouard 
Gagnon, president of the Pontifical Council 
for the Family, said he encouraged the idea of 
publishing papal texts in general, but added 
that the Holy See refused an offer for royalties 
for syndicating the pope’s writings. 


‘CONFIRMATION FIRST’ — Two 
Spokane, Wash., parishes agreed after making 
a study that confirmation should be 
administered ahead of first Communion. The 
study concluded that the tradition of the 
Church before the early 20th century 
considered Eucharist, not confirmation, as 
completing initiation into the Church. 


SPACE WEAPONS — An international 
group of scientists meeting at the Vatican last 
January concluded that space-based weapons 
systems would be costly and would offer little 
real protection against nuclear weapons, an 
Italian Catholic news agency reported. The 
scientists, including experts from the United 
States and the Soviet Union, agreed that a 
““space shield’’ defense like the one proposed 
by President Reagan could not offer complete 
protection and would be vulnerable to new 


kinds of missiles, the Catholic news agency 
ASCA reported July 6. 


POPE WORRIED — The pope is worried 
about theologians who do not believe in the 
reality of the Resurrection, the divinity of 
Jesus and the actual presence of God in 
people’s lives, Cardinal Joseph Ratzinger, 
head of the Vatican Congregation for the 
Doctrine of the Faith, said in a television 
interview. Cardinal Ratzinger said he thought 
these were the issues of concern to which Pope 
John Paul II alluded May 18 when he 
addressed the Belgian bishops about 


“‘misinterpretations’’ of the Second Vatican 
Council.

“SAN YSIDRO — ‘‘Faith has had a lot to do (with) the 
recovery’ of nine families, members of Our Lady of 
Mount Carmel parish, who lost loved ones in the 
McDonald’s massacre nearly a year ago, said Msgr. 
Francisco Aldasoro, the parish’s pastor. 


Members of these nine families have been gathering 
every few weeks at their parish to share their feelings 
about the tragedy. 


‘““FAITH GIVES strength’ and ‘‘motivates’’ 
to continue with their lives, Msgr. Aldasoro said.

The meetings have focused on ‘‘the basic idea that life 
must go on,’’ Msgr. Aldasoro said. He has attended these 
gatherings for immediate family members of those killed. 

In the days following July 18, 1984, when lone gunman 
James Oliver Huberty killed 20 people in a McDonald’s 
restaurant, those who lost someone expressed feelings of 
“*shock’’ and ‘‘anger,’’ Msgr. Aldasoro said. 


BUT, GRADUALLY, their faith helped them accept 
the loss. Their faith has given way to a hope that ‘‘one day 
they will meet their relatives again’’ in heaven, he said. 


The meetings at the ‘parish have given family members 
the opportunity to ‘‘express their feelings’? and has 
helped their lives, he said. “‘It’s good to be able to discuss 
your feelings’’ in a small group setting. 


‘“‘The process of healing’ within these families ‘‘has 
been quite good,”’ he explained. The lives of most of them 
is ‘‘getting back to normal.”’ 


ONE WOMAN, who lost a sister, will be married 
soon, he said. Another woman affected by the tragedy has 
entered the parish’s queen competition. Others have 
joined parish prayer groups or gotten involved in 
RENEW. 


Msgr. Aldasoro said many of the affected families are 
“fed up with the publicity’? about the tragedy. News 
reports about the event ‘‘keep opening up wounds’’ in 
families who have accepted the deaths, he said. 


The Blessed Sacrament Sisters at Our Lady of Mount 
Carmel have also met with some of the affected families 
privately, although they have not participated in the 
parish gatherings, Msgr. Aldasoro said. 

HE SAID the families held a meeting to discuss what to 
do on the first anniversary of the tragedy. The families 
decided to hold a memorial Mass at the parish, to which

the public, but not the press, is invited. 


On the anniversary of a tragedy such as the shootings in 
San Ysidro, the news media usually rehash the event, in 
an attempt to put it in some sort of perspective. 


Unfortunately, such reports can intensify the 
‘‘anniversary effect,’’ which is sometimes used to describe 
the way a person is emotionally and psychologically 
affected by the anniversary of a tragedy. 


DR. GERALD Sperrazzo, a licensed clinical 
psychologist and a professor of psychology at the 
University of San Diego, said there is some evidence of an 
‘anniversary effect’? on the survivors of the Holocaust. 
There also is some indication that the survivors’ children 
experience something similar, he added. 


He is unsure if the anniversary of the slayings will 
heighten the amount of pain already experienced by the 
San Ysidro victims — the injured who survived, 
witnesses, families and friends of those wounded and 
killed. ‘‘I would only conjecture that it (the anniversary 
effect) would be significant....1 can’t imagine that it 
would not be.’’ 


The victims may relive the tragedy and re-experience 
the fear and anger, he added. 


Happy to be Catholic: their faith increased during marriage

IMPERIAL — Noy Valenzuela credits her husband’s 
“love for Christ’’ with causing her to ‘‘want Christ too.”’ 


Although the St. Anthony of Padua parishioner was 
raised a ‘‘traditionalist’’ Catholic, when she and Ruben 
were first married Noy ‘‘didn’t go to Mass on Sundays,”’ 
but her husband did. 


BORN AND raised in Calexico, Noy said her mother is 
a ‘‘beautiful Catholic.’’ She and her family attended 
Mass on Sundays and Holy Days of Obligation. Noy 
“‘sometimes rebelled’’ against going to Mass, but if she 
didn’t go to Mass she couldn’t go to the movies. 


Unlike the experience of many couples, Noy said her 
husband ‘‘got her to go to Mass...not the other way 
around.’’ She wanted ‘‘to be part of the joy’’ her spouse 
experienced. 

Also raised a Catholic, Ruben feels the ‘‘turning 
point’’ in his ‘‘Christian life’? came when he attended a 
Cursillo in Palm Desert in 1978. A friend had invited him 
to a Cursillo weekend sometime before, he said, but he 
had turned down the invitation. When asked a second 
time, Ruben felt ‘‘ready’’ for it. 

THE WEEKEND was ‘‘the climax’”’ 
‘“*T had a close moment to Christ in’’ it 
Christ and a lot of support.”’ 


in Ruben’s faith. 
..“‘I encountered 


Ruben’s Cursillo experience was ‘‘moving.’’ He felt 
those involved were ‘‘people with a purpose...a 
community I wanted to be a part of.”’ 


Noy’s Cursillo experience was unlike her spouse’s. ‘‘I 
didn’t encounter Christ’’ like Ruben did. ‘‘I wasn’t 
frightened...but I had to examine if I was ready for 
commitment.”’ 

HER EXPERIENCE was a “‘blessing because I 
started to realize (if you) give yourself to Christ...He 
would take over and He did,”’ she said. 


The following year, San Diegans came to lead a 
Cursillo in the Imperial Valley. (Before this, English- 
language Cursillos were unavailable in the Valley.) ‘‘I 
worked in the kitchen,’’ he said. 


Afterward, Ruben was ‘‘invited to San Diego for 
workshops”’ for leaders. Within two years, a local Cursillo 
board was set up in the Valley under the direction of the 
San Diego secretariat. ‘‘The group made me board 
chairman.”’ 


FOR TWO years, Ruben and Noy drove to San Diego 
once a month for secretariat meetings. 

The Valenzuelas have been active in the Marriage 
Encounter movement. ‘‘In fact, after we made the 
Cursillo, we went to a Marriage Encounter weekend the 
following week,’’ Noy said. 

But when ‘‘Cursillo was brought to the Valley we had 
to make a choice. We felt Cursillo needed leaders. We felt 
a calling to be there,’’ Ruben said. 


THE VALENZUELAS attribute their involvement in 
their parish to the Cursillo movement. ‘‘We’d lived in 
Imperial for six years before going to the parish (St. 
Anthony of Padua),’’ Ruben said. 

Cursillo emphasizes that it is ‘‘important to belong to 
the community...the parish,’’ Noy said. 

Noy taught CCD first communion class for two years 
and Ruben instructed the Confirmation class for two 
years. The Valenzuelas also formed a parish choir which 
sings at a Spanish Mass. 


“I CAN’T sing,’’ Noy admitted, ‘‘but I joined to get 
others’’ involved. ‘‘To get rid of me (others) joined,’’ she 
joked. 


But, because of their Cursillo work, the NEalenvuclés

find it ‘‘difficult to have a long-term commitment to the 
parish. We help with short-term’’ functions like dances, 
Noy said. 

‘‘We started the first year of RENEW,” Noy said. 
‘“‘We trained people to take over...coordinators.”’ 
Leadership developed within the parish as a result of 
RENEW, Noy added. 


A LICENSED general contractor who owns his own 
business, Ruben taught this year at Vincent Memorial 
High School in Calexico. However, it was his first and 
last year of teaching. ‘‘I’m giving up teaching...it’s too 
much work,”’ he said. He found it difficult to find time for 
the business and his school job. 


Noy had worked for 10 years as a bookkeeper at a 
motorcycle shop but, she says, ‘‘the Lord made me quit 
my job’’ when her youngest child, Jennifer, was born 13 
years ago. She now helps with her husband’s construction 
business ‘“‘but with no pay,’’ she joked. 


The Valenzuelas are not active in the Charismatic 
movement, but they ‘‘are Charismatic people,’’ Noy 
said. ‘‘We practice the gifts of the Spirit...pray in tongues 
all day. As (Charlie) Osborne says ‘if you pray in tongues 
you won’t backslide.’ If people aren’t feeling well, after 
Mass we’ll lay hands on.”’ 


RUBEN OFTEN ‘“‘turns to Baiao tines .to where it 
says God will send the Spirit to do great things. The first 
time I prayed in tongues I felt silly...foolish. But then I 
realized the foolishness was myself, not God....I was too 
concerned about what people would say. 


“‘T have prayed over people and they’ ve felt better. Ido 
it for the glory and honor of Christ...Whether they’re 
healed or not is not my problem....It’s God’s...but if I’m 
asked to pray I will,’ Ruben said. 

Ruben believes in the gifts of the Holy Spirit, although 
he is not certain which gift he possesses. ‘‘A priest once 
told me I have the gift of joy.”’ 

WHEN THE Valenzuelas first began attending St 
Anthony of Padua, close to 20 families belonged to the 
parish. Noy and a Sister from the parish began a door-to- 
door campaign to ask people ‘‘why they weren’t going to 


Mass.’’ The church, which seats about 75, is now full and 
about 300 families belong to the parish. 

Eucharistic ministers, the Valenzuelas plan to take 
charge of daily communion services while their pastor, 
Oblate Father Amador Lopez, is on vacation this 
summer. 

Noy has experience in directing a parish, Ruben said. 
After the death of their former pastor, Father David 
Bailey, ‘‘she took over parish work...we were without a 
priest for six months,”’ he said. 

“IT WAS different but there was growth (for me)’’ in 
running a parish, Noy said.

Strength in weakness 


One of the greatest helps to me, in living the Christian life, has 
been preaching the Gospel. Being called to preach means, that I 
must give the Word of God a chance to preach to me. It is only 
after the Word works on me that I am able to speak about the 
Word to anyone else. 


Each week, I go over next Sunday’s readings on the 
preceeding Monday and start the process of listening. Invariably, 
all the experiences of my week are then seen in some type of 
relationship to the Scriptures for next Sunday. 

The readings for July 7 were no exception. They gave me an 
insight with which to view all that was happening around me. 
These readings talk about the ‘‘sting of the flesh.’’ In Ezekiel’s 


case, this was the rebelliousness he faced in the people he was - 


trying to help; in St. Paul’s case, this was the bodily limitation he 
endured even as he conveyed the most sublime truths about God; 
in Jesus’ case, this was the way in which His humble origins were 
used against Him by those who knew Him best. All three were 
stung by their humanity. 


Paul tells us that the challenge is to accept the suffering which 
life gives us, but not to be conquered by it. When we are 
powerless, we can be at our strongest. We can accept the 
unchangable and devote our energies to areas within our control. 
We can choose to act, rather than react. Two experiences from 
this week brought this message home to me. 


On Tuesday, I was over at Saint Didacus parish to interview 
Msgr. Coughlan about the tragic fire which caused so much 
physical and psychological damage. People were indeed 
powerless to save their neighborhood. Many stood gaping as 
their homes were obliterated. Yet this powerlessness has also 
given birth to great strength. Beginning with Msgr. Coughlan, I 
could sense a very positive outlook. All over the neighborhood, 
people are moving on with their lives. The loss, the hurt and the 
pain are visible. But so is the faith, the determination and the 
hope. 


As I walked through the fire-ravaged area, people were at work 
in a field of ashes. The weight of great sorrow and shock were 
obvious. Yet so many people looked up from whatever they were 
doing, just to say, ‘‘Good afternoon Father, how are you?”’ One 
elderly man, seated in the shade to escape the searing heat, even 
stood up and offered me his chair ‘‘to sit down and rest for a 
minute.’’ It takes a special strength even to notice an outsider at 
such a time in your life. 


One source of their strength is the way the entire San Diego 
area has told and shown them that we care. In such ways God 
often ministers to us, through the love and concern of other 
people. The power of God has moved so many persons to help 
bear the burden which has fallen on Normal Heights. As Paul 
said this past Sundy, the power of Christ has rested on them, and 
they are strong in their weakness. They have taken the negative 
momentum of their tragedy and are reversing it. 


The second experience carried me back 15 years, I had a 
graduate professor in history who was not only a scholar and an 
outstanding teacher, but also a gentleman in every way. Dr. 
Carter and his wife were both academics of independent means, 
and could have lived in whatever lifestyle they chose. The couple 
had one daughter, Laura, who received the benefits of her 
parents’ erudition and wealth. She attended the best schools and 
did well. As the saying goes, ‘‘She had everything money could 
buy.”’ 

In 1982 on Parents’ Weekend at the college she was attending, 
Laura and her parents were on their way out to dinner. A bullet, 
fired from a block away, crashed through the window of the car 
and killed Laura. Police believe the shot was fired in a drug 
altercation, but the killing remains unsolved. It was so 
unpredictable, so unnecessary, so unfair. 


Devastated in their grief, the Carters nonetheless sought to 
infuse some meaning into the senseless death of their only child. 
Summarizing their process in this fashion hardly does justice to 
the unimaginable sadness they experienced. It was her father’s 
decision to establish the Laura Coffin Carter F ellowships at her 
college, Denison University. In this way he refused to be 
obsessed with death and the cruelty of life. He chose instead to 
nurture life. Something in his powerlessness and weakness made 
him strong enough to take the negative momentum of this event 
and reverse it. 


Dr. Carter continued payirtg what it would have cost to send 
his daughter to Denison, and from that money eight students 
each received between $1,500 and $3,000 a year, depending on 
need. But there was more to the fellowships than money. Dr. 
Carter visited Denison twice a year. He cheered some of the 
recipients at sporting events, applauded them at symphony 
concerts and guided them into careers by helping them with 
resumés and job interviews. The students were also invited to the 
Carter home in the Philadelphia suburb of Wayne. This June 
marked the graduation of these first fellowship recipients. 


One of the students remarked that, ‘‘He (Dr. Carter) made no 
pressures on us, but we felt that we needed to do good and get 
involved. He...encouraged us to keep going.”’ 


Such people as the residents of Normal Heights and Dr. Carter 
encourage all of us to keep going.

Heresy in Nicaea? 


Susan Nowak’s coverage of the talk by 
RENEW speaker Father James Dunning 
contained a surprise for this Catholic. (SC 
6-27). 

According to Fr. Dunning: 
“‘Fundamentalists believe in the virgin 
birth, the divinity of Jesus, vicarious 
redemption, the bodily resurrection of 
Jesus and the verbal inerrancy of 
Scripture.”’ 


Now with the exception of the word 
‘verbal,’ I believe that the above passage 
is an excellent description of core 
elements of the Catholic faith. How odd 
to learn from this article that Fr. Dunning 
appears to consider these beliefs the 
private domain of a mere sect both within 
and without Catholicism, which in a 
clearly pejorative way he dismisses with 
the label, ‘‘fundamentalist.’’ 


As one who has attended every session 
of RENEW, may I partially agree with 
Fr. Dunning that a major ‘tension’ arises 
with His humanity....’’ Only ‘‘might be’’ 
soft sells the reality: Within my 
experience, most of those focused on 
Christ’s immanence exhibit a firm 
aversion to any mention of Christ’s 
divinity or God’s present day activity on 
our behalf. Their focus seems to be 
exclusively upon our human actions. 


When the Council of Nicaea I in 325 
condemned the error of those who denied 
the divinity of Christ, I thought the 
Catholic Church definitely ended up on 
one side of the issue, closing off the 
opposite belief for those who would be 
Catholic. Nevertheless, Fr. Dunning 
would have us share his viewpoint that, 
“*...it is the heretic who closes things off.”’ 
The logic seems compelling, that either 
Fr. Dunning is charging the Council of 
Nicaea with heresy, or else he has 
expressed a very misleading and 
demonstrably false thesis. 


Oh yes, perhaps we are adult enough to 
dispense with that ‘tension’ euphemism, 
and speak candidly of the dissension and 
disagreement which people like Fr. 
Dunning have and are fostering with the 
aid of newpapers like the Southern Cross. 
The problem is not with a balanced 
concern for a fuller awareness of Christ’s 
humanity; the problem is with the 
imbalance of those who are ‘‘more 
concerned with His humanity’’ than with 
His divinity. 

If this ‘shouting out a few questions’ in 
the present spiritual night has irritated 
anyone, I give my apologies for 
disturbing their sleep. But there is a 
precious heritage of faith, that pearl of 
great price, that I wish I might share with 
those who seek the truth.

June was bustin’ out all over when the burgeoning Scotch

of beds, arrangements, etc., quite resembled a group of high 
school kids on a camping trip. 


The first morning found each one slowly moving toward the 
coffee pot, believe it or not, at about 6:30! We stopped refilling 
our coffee cuts and talking around 11:30 a.m. ...From then on 
there were no more years...just persons affirmed by an earlier 
bond and renewed by each other’s presence. 


Memories of this experience abound: the aroma of freshly 
made bread (Aggie is an artist); dancing to the rising sun; 
praying, reading, listening to opera; a worn-out dollar bill;

Summer meditation on liturgy 


Yesterday, while researching a question asked by one of our 
local pastors, I came across an article entitled ‘‘Parish Liturgy: 
Questions I’d Like to Ask’’ by Franciscan Father Tom 
Richstatter. Although the article is six years old, the two 
questions posed by Father Richstatter are as relevant today as 
they were in 1979. I pass them on for your summer meditation. 


The first question asks, ‘‘Is your parish moving toward the day 
when the Sunday liturgy is prayer?’’ In other words, do we come 
to pray during Mass, or has the liturgy itself become our prayer? 
Are we comfortable with silence wherein God can ‘‘speak’’ to us? 
(This, of course, presumes allotted times for silence!) Are we 
prepared to “‘listen to’’ Him in His Word as it is proclaimed? 


Do we feel that the priest is expressing our thoughts and 
sentiments when he prays in our name? And are we ready to 
consent to these prayers with our enthusiastic ‘‘Amen?’’ Are we 
comfortable with the idea that praise and thanksgiving are as 
legitimate a prayer as petition? 

Do we feel that it is really our gifts that are being offered at the 
altar? Do we see the broken bread and the shared cup as effective 
signs of the way in which our own lives are broken and shared in 
Christ with his Body? 


The second question asks, ‘‘Is your parish moving toward a 
style of worship which clearly shows that we are all active 
members of the Church?’’ Vatican II reminded us again and 
again that we all are the Church. We are Christ’s Body. The 
liturgy is thus the work of everyone. It is hot prayer that the 
clergy do for the parish but rather with the parish. Liturgy cannot 
be a ‘‘one-man-show’’ and be authentic. 


Thus the ministries of greeter (who welcomes people), 
catechist, reader, special minister of the Eucharist and musician 
are not merely functions done by the laity until such time when 
there will be enough priests to do everything! The active 
ministries of the faithful are necessary at Sunday liturgy if it is to be 
an accurate picture of the true Church — a Church in which we 
are all active members and in which there are different 
ministries. 


St. Augustine said it best 1,160 years ago when he reminded 
his parish, ‘‘If you are the body of Christ and His members, it is 
your sacrament that reposes on the altar of the Lord...Be what 
you see and receive what you are (Sermon 272).”’

Last week a woman called to ask if she could come and 
speak with me. She is undergoing a depression that 
greatly disturbs her and would like to learn how to ‘‘put it 
all in God’s hands’’ and ease her anxiety. There is 
nothing aberrant about her concern. She and her husband 
are growing old and prey to the quite natural distress 
when age prevents one’s body from responding to the 
brain’s commands with the alacrity and vigor of youth. 


It is not easy to adjust to the inevitable realization that 
one is not as much in control of one’s faculties or abilities 
as before. It is worrying to speculate whether some 
delayed reaction might cause an accident, or less acute 
sight or hearing bring about serious errors. There is 
nothing ‘‘wrong’’ when this occurs. 


THE DIFFICULTY arises when we allow ourselves 
to become oppressed by our fears so that they take joy 
from our lives and inhibit us from living as fully as we still 
are able. It is easy to say that the debilities of age must be 
accepted with good grace when one is still relatively young 
and hale. It is quite something else when such debilities 
thrust themselves upon us day after day.

How then can we ‘“‘put it all into God’s hands’’ and 
stop worrying? Anyone who has ever tried knows that this 
takes a great deal more than a simple resolution or 
statement. It takes even more than firm purpose. What

we are asking for is healing and there are certain attitudes 
of heart and mind necessary before healing of any kind 
can be effected. 


When we look at the Gospel story of the healing of 
Jairus’ daughter, it spells out what some of these things 
are. Jairus, an important figure in the synagogue, had to 
overcome some probably quite strong prejudices against 
Jesus before he could humble himself to ask for His help. 
There was also the matter of pride and dignity. 


ASKING FOR God’s help is never a_ passive 
condition. We are always required to enter into some kind 
of action ourselves. We need, so to speak, to turn the soil 
and fertilize it if He is to be able to gift us with the 
blossom we seek. 


In the depressing events of life, we need to try to 
discern what there is we might possibly be able to change 
— and change it. Usually this is little more than our own 
attitude toward whatever is bothering us. The next step 1s 
to accept what we cannot control — not in some defeatist, 
self-pitying way, but boldly, with courage and the 
realization that all things change and, in time, pass. 


I think perhaps our first obstacle is in the way we view 
increasing age. Too often it seems to be seen as a kind of 
rejection, an encroaching uselessness. A time of growing 


unproductiveness. But that is only prejudice. Seen 
objectively, old — or older — age is a time of remarkable 
freedom and an opportunity for enjoying the quieter, less 
taxing pleasures inherent in the very state of being — of 
living. 

IF WE cannot do as well what we have done before in 
some ways, there are other things we can do better. All 
accomplishment does not lie in the field of physical 
activity or mental prowess. By far the greatest 
contribution anyone can make to the world is to be a 
genuinely kind and loving person and we are never too 
old for that. The second most valuable gift we can give, 
whatever our age, is laughter and humor. These we can 
share and through them keep our later years fully 
productive in ways that really matter. 


With this kind of perspective in sight, we are more 
prepared to look to God for help and peace of mind. After 
all, look what we have to thank Him for. A lifetime of 
learning how to appreciate His gift of love. A lifetime of 
learning how to respond to His gift of laughter. Why 
waste emotional energy in mourning for what other 
attributes may be slipping away? The best remains. 


In a sense, it is only through contemplation of God and 
what He has done for us that we may overcome 
depression, but we might also look at ourselves to see the 
wonderful potential that still remains in us. 


The Cause of Father Junipero Serra 


The cause was formally launched 48 years ago, August, 
1937, at San Carlos Borromeo Mission in Carmel, 
marking the dedication of the newly-restored room in 
which Padre Serra died exactly 201 years ago. However, 
it was in 1934 that the Franciscan Fathers in California 
decided that Serra was worthy of sainthood and proposed 
his name to the Postulator of the Order in Rome. Thus 
began the official opening of the Cause of Serra. 


It became an historical cause since there were no living 
witnesses who could testify to Serra’s sanctity. All proof 
had to come from documents and from morally 
continuous tradition. Pope Pius XI, who had been an 
archivist and historian at Milan for many years, drew up 
stricter directives for the beatification of persons for 
whom there were no living witnesses. The Cause of 
Father Junfpero Serra was the first one undertaken 
according to those new regulations. 


ONE OF THE directives called for the appointment of 
an historical commission by the bishop of the diocese

where the remains of the person lay buried. Thus the 
appointment came from the then-Diocese of Monterey- 
Fresno through Bishop Philip Scher. A requirement 
called for three trained historians acquainted with the 
archives, libraries and private individuals where the 
research was to be made. 


It was not necessary that all members be clerics, nor 
even members of the Catholic faith. Competence alone 
was required. The commission was to gather everything 
written to or about Serra, and all was to be collected 
under oath. All were to testify to the authenticity as well 
as completeness of the documents. 


The three members ultimately chosen were: Dr. 
Herbert E. Bolton, professor of Hispanic American 
History at the University of California at Berkeley; Msgr. 
James E. Culleton, chancellor of the Monterey-Fresno 
diocese; Franciscan Father Maynard Geiger, archivist 
and historian of Mission Santa Barbara. The research in 
the field was committed to Father Geiger, the only one 


free to undertake the amount of travel and research 
required. Father Eric O’Brien, now stationed at Mission 
San Luis Rey, was allowed to accompany and help in the 
actual research. 


BEFORE UNDERTAKING the research, it was 
necessary to prove Serra’s sanctity during his lifetime. 
The Santa Barbara Mission archives possessed a rich 
collection of Serrana accumulated through the years. 
Most of this was found in the United States, Mexico, 
Spain and other countries. 


It also had to be explained why the cause was delayed so 
long after Serra’s death. This was easily explained in 
looking at California’s early history: the secularization 
(dissolution) of the Missions after 1834; the non-presence 
of a bishop in California to supervise the court 
proceedings; the dying out of the Franciscan order in 
California; the antipathy in Mexico of everything 
Spanish; the turmoil of the Gold Rush; the lack of funds 
for a prolonged search; and the lack of knowledge of the 
necessary papers gathering dust in various archives.

Liturgy shapes tradition, sets scripture 


The Church has professed her doctrine both through 
her writings and through her tradition. The writings are 
the inspired words of the New Testament; tradition is 
expressed primarily in liturgical practices. 


The celebration of the Christian liturgy was in full force 
for possibly as long as 20 years before the first book of the 
New Testament was composed, which was St. Paul’s First 
Letter to the Thessalonians. Liturgical practice had by 
then firmly established Sunday, rather than Saturday, as 
the Christian Sabbath. The practice began a tradition 
which is followed to this day. 


THROUGHOUT THE first generation of the 
Church’s liturgy, the Gospels and epistles were being 
composed. There was a question, unspoken as far as we 
know, as to whether these writings were on a par with the 
accepted Old Testament books. Were they truly God’s 
Word, inspired and authentic? Liturgical. practice 
answered the question. As these books developed, they 


were read when the community came together for the 
liturgy of the Eucharist on Sundays. Not all current 
Christian writings were accepted in this way but only 
those which today we know as that collection called the 
New Testament. The practice of the Church in liturgy, its 
tradition, determined which of the Christian writings 
were the Word of God. 


An important principle emerges from these historical 
facts. Liturgical worship as an expression of the Church’s 
tradition determined the authenticity of the New 
Testament, and not the other way around. Liturgy took 
the lead and throughout the centuries the liturgy has both 
safeguarded and proclaimed the faith. 

What the Church has written in the New Testament is 
not the only expression of her faith; what the Church has 
done, especially in the Liturgy, is also an expression of 
her faith. In other words, we do not depend on scripture 
alone, sacred though it is. 


A CASE in point is the Assumption of Mary into 
heaven, a feast we celebrate August 15. In 1950 Pope Pius 
XII defined the dogma that Mary had been taken body 
and soul into heaven. The fundamentalists objected that 
this doctrine was not to be found in the New Testament. 
What they failed to understand is that the pope 
proclaimed the dogma primarily on the basis of liturgical 
practice, which at least from the beginning of the sixth 
century had celebrated a feast in honor of Mary’s 
assumption into heaven. Tradition is the source of our 
belief in the Assumption. 


The New Testament is-the Church’s book. Through 
her members she composed it, and through her liturgy she 
determined its authenticity. The Church also accepted the 
Old Testament and professed that those writings were 
inspired by the Holy Spirit, as were those of the New 
Testament. The tradition of the Church, especially as it is 
experienced in liturgy, is an authentic source of our 


belief. 
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Court decision dismays private school supporters i Sle |

WASHINGTON (NC) — Supporters of parochial 
schools expressed dismay at the Supreme Court’s July 1 
decision striking down programs allowing public school 
teachers to instruct students in parochial schools. 


An official of the U.S. Catholic Conference suggested 
that had the high court been ‘‘principled’’ in its reading 
of the Constitution it would have ruled differently. In 
twin 5-4 decisions the high court threw out programs in 
New York City and Grand Rapids, Mich., in which 
public school teachers — including some parochial 
teachers hired to teach after-hours public school classes — 
could conduct special classes in such subjects as 
mathematics, foreign languages and art in parochial 
schools. 


‘““WE ARE suprised and saddened by the remarkable 
ease by which the U.S. Supreme Court today nullified 
legislative judgments aiming to assist the education of 
schoolchildren (in Grand Rapids and New York),”’ said 
Father Thomas Gallagher, secretary for education for the 
U.S. Catholic Conference. ‘‘A principled and practical 
interpretation of the First Amendment, illuminated by its 
history and colonial experience, would have led the court 
to a contrary result.”’ 


He said the Grand Rapids and New York programs 
were ‘“‘practical and, in our judgment, proper 
accommodations of the educational needs of 
schoolchildren and the concerns about separation of 
church and state.’’ 


The record did not reveal that any problems arose 
because teachers had ‘‘crossed the invisible constitutional 
line and aided religion,’’ yet because supporters could not 
prove that no problem had ever occurred, ‘‘the programs 
were voided,’’ Father Gallagher added. 


‘*TRAGICALLY, THE real losers in today’s opinion 
are the thousands of affected schoolchildren, especially 
those who are economically as well as educationally 
disadvantaged and had benefited from the federal aid 
program struck down by the court,’’ he continued. 

The rulings ‘“‘place a further burden on Catholic 
schools and on the parents and parishioners who support 
them,’’ Father Gallagher said. 

. The New York case involved a program set up after 
Congress in 1965 called for special remedial courses for 
poor and disadvantaged students. Catholic, Jewish and 
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other non-public schools were involved in the program. 


THE GRAND Rapids plan allowed public school 
teachers to enter Catholic and Protestant schools to 
conduct classes during the normal school day. It also 
allowed parochial school teachers to be hired as part-time 
public school employees to conduct after-hours public 
school classes in the parochial school. 


Robert Smith, executive director of the Council for 
American Private Education, termed the Supreme Court 
action ‘‘very disturbing. 

“I think it’s a real serious blow to private education 
but, more than that, to students at the bottom of the 
ladder’’ because of poverty or other disadvantages, Smith 
said. ‘‘It affects adversely the national interest. Those 
(students) who are most hurt are those who need the most 
help.”’ 

CAPE IS an umbrella group representing 
organizations of Catholic, Lutheran, Jewish, Quaker, 
Seventh-day Adventist and other private schools. 


The Grand Rapids program involved Catholic, 
Lutheran, Baptist, Seventh-day Adventist and Christian 
Reformed schools. 


Father Gallagher recommended development of new 
programs which will ‘“‘implement the will of the people’’ 
and meet the Supreme Court’s standards. ‘‘We must not 
lose heart,’’ he said. 


MARIST BROTHER James Kearney, 
superintendent of schools for the Archdiocese of New 
York, also expressed disappointment at the court’s ruling 
in the New York City case. 


‘*This decision is a blow to fairness and justice for poor 
and needy children in public as well as non-public 
schools,’’ Brother Kearney said July 1. 


He said the decision prevents students in non-public 
schools from receivihg federally funded services available 
to public school students. ‘‘This is fundamentally unfair 
to these children who need this help the most,’’ the 
archdiocesan school superintendent added. 


THE ARCHDIOCESE would ‘‘continue to explore 
constitutional ways to have these services delivered’’ to 
parochial school students, he said. 


The New York archdiocese gets about $15 million for 
the program. 


Mercy Sister Monica Kostielney, executive vice 
president for public affairs at the Michigan Catholic 
Conference, also criticized the Supreme Court. 


“‘THESE UNFORTUNATE decisions fly in the face 
of experience, historical precedence and the right to free 
choice,’’ she said. The court action ‘‘jeopardizes the 
future’’ of schoolchildren, she said. ‘‘Taken together, 
these two decisions represent a chilling revocation of 
constitutional rights,’’ Sister Kostielney added. 


Americans United for Separation of Church and State, 
however, applauded the court’s rulings, saying the court 
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“‘clearly reaffirmed the great American principle of the 
separation of church and state.’’ 


The Rev. Robert Maddox, a Baptist minister and 
executive director of Americans United, said, ‘‘All 
Americans should rejoice because the court has upheld 
religious liberty by saying the government cannot 
entangle itself in religious education. 


“GOVERNMENT IS not in the business of funding 
religion,’’ he added in a July 1 statement. ‘‘American 
religion is quite capable of funding its own enterprises.’’ 


The Catholic League for Religious and Civil Rights 
attributed the court’s decision to a revival of religious 
bigotry and Know-Nothingism. 

‘“*The court’s decision is a result of the religious bigotry 
that dominated American educational policy in the 19th 
century,’’ said Michael Schwartz, the Milwaukee-based 
Catholic League’s public affairs director. ‘‘As such it is a 
disgraceful affront to the concepts of constitutional liberty 
and equality before the law,’’ he said. 


‘“‘THE SPIRIT of Know-Nothingism continues to 
grip the Supreme Court and to victimize innocent 
children,’’ he said. 


The Know-Nothings were a secret political society in 
the 1850s which opposed foreigners and Catholics, among 
others. 


Msgr. John F. Meyers, president of the National 
Catholic Educational Association, suggested the -high 
court had been ‘‘misreading’’ the Constitution to the 
detriment of the entire nation. 


“CATHOLIC SCHOOLCHILDREN are not the 
only losers in this misreading of the First Amendment,”’ 
he said. ‘‘America loses when some young citizens are 
denied the opportunities to develop to their full 
potential.’’ 


The NCEA official added that despite the high court’s 
rulings, “‘we are not going to give up the battle. We will 
continue vigorously to seek comparable services for 
children whose parents have exercised their right of choice 
in education.”’ 


Archbishop Oscar H. Lipscomb of Mobile, Ala., called 
it ironic that the decision came in the same week that the 
United States celebrates its freedom and independence on 
July 4. 

“USING ONCE again the much-misused shibboleth 
‘separation of church and state,’ the court has made it 
difficult, if not impossible, for some parents to exercise 
that freedom of religion, which, in the Bill of Rights, our 
Founding Fathers specified as flowing from the ‘self- 
evident’ truths that brought this nation into being,’’ he 
said in a column for the July 5 edition of The Catholic 
Week, the archdiocesan newspaper. 


He noted that the Supreme Court had struck down a 
program aimed at society’s disadvantaged children, 
“‘whose right to an education is beyond question.”’ 


‘“‘And now the state proclaims to those children and 
their parents, in effect, ‘you must not exercise your right 
to religious liberty if you choose to take advantage of your 
right to education,’ ’’ he added. 


U.S. EDUCATION Secretary William Bennett said 
the rulings ‘“‘reflected a hostility toward religion’’ and 
would make it ‘‘vastly more difficult to provide 
educational services to some of America’s neediest school 
children. This is terrible.’ 


He also termed the court’s decision ‘‘crazy,’’ ‘‘badly 
reasoned,’’ “‘ridiculous’’ and said it portrayed a 
“fastidious disdain for religion that is hard to fathom.’’ 

He suggested that parochial education offers choices 
and other advantages, including a more varied student 
enrollment since it is ‘‘more likely to be a melting pot’’ 
than a neighborhood public school would be.

WASHINGTON — President Reagan lauded Mother 
Teresa, founder of the Missionaries of Charity in 
Calcutta, India, as he gave her the Presidential Medal of 
Freedom in June at a ceremony at the White House Rose 
Garden. 


‘“This great house receives many great visitors, but 
none more special or more revered than our beloved guest 
today,’’ the president said. 


‘““A MONTH ago, we awarded the Medal of Freedom 
to 13 heroes who have done their country proud. Only 
one of the recipients could not attend because she had 
work to do — not special work, not unusual work for her, 
but everyday work which is both special and ugent in its 
own right. Mother Teresa was busy, as usual, saving the 
world. And I mean that quite literally. 


‘“‘And so we rather appreciated her priorities and we’re 
very happy, indeed, that she could come to America this 
week,’’ he continued. 


‘“Most of us talk about kindness and compassion, but 
Mother Teresa, the saint of the gutters, lives it. As a teen- 
ager, she went to India to teach young girls. In time, 
Mother Teresa began to work among the poor and the 
dying of Calcutta. Her order of the Missionaries of 
Charity has spread throughout the world, serving the 
poorest of the poor. 


‘“‘“MOTHER TERESA is a heroine of our times. And 


to the many honors she has received, including the Nobel 
Peace Prize, we add, with deep affection and endless 
respect, the Presidential Medal of Freedom,’’ Reagan 
said. 


Pope’s fourth encyclical is about saints

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Sts. Cyril.and Methodius, 
Greek brothers who brought Christianity to the Slavs, 
knew the value of adapting religion to culture, said Pope 
John Paul II in the fourth encyclical of his pontificate. 


The pope, the first Slav to head the Catholic Church, 
praised the saints for developing a Slavic alphabet and for 
translating the liturgy into the Slavie language. 


THE NINTH-century missionaries had an ‘‘up-to- 
date vision of the catholicity of the Church’’ because they 
saw that truths could be expressed in many different 
languages and cultures, the pope said. 


The 51-page encyclical, Slavorum Apostoli (Apostles of the 
Slavs), was dated June 2 and released by the Vatican July 
2. The feast of Sts. Cyril and Methodius was July 7. It 
marks the 11th centenary of the evangelization of the 
Slavs by the saints. 


*“The work of evangelization which they carried out — 
as pioneers in territory inhabited by Slav peoples — 
contains both a model of what today is called 
‘inculturation’ — the incarnation of the Gospel in native 
cultures — and also the introduction of these cultures into 
the life of the Church,’’ Pope John Paul said. 


SLAVS ARE the largest ethnic group in Europe. Most 
live in Communist-ruled Eastern European countries. In 
his encyclical, the Polish-born pope did not mention the 
political situation in Eastern Europe nor reiterate the 
many papal calls for religious freedom in Communist- 
ruled lands. 


He offered a prayer to God, however, that Slavs be 
allowed to publicly express their faith and that their 
religious beliefs “‘never be considered by anyone to be 
contrary to the good of their earthly homeland.”’ 


Vatican officials knowledgeable about Eastern 
European affairs said the encyclical is a historical 
document which emphasizes the religious and cultural 
significance of the saints. It was not meant to discuss 
contemporary church-state relations, they said. 


THE POPE outlined the saints’ importance as links 
between Eastern and Western Catholicism. 


‘Cyril and Methodius are...the connecting links or 
spiritual bridge between the Eastern and Western 
traditions, which both come together in the one great 
tradition of the universal Church,”’ he said. 


‘‘For us they are the champions and also the patrons of 
the ecumenical endeavor of our sister churches of East 
and West,’’ Pope John Paul added. 


THE SAINTS lived about 200 years before the major 
schism between Catholicism and Orthodoxy. They were 
born in Greece which followed the Eastern rites of the 
Church centered at Constantinople (now Istanbul, 
Turkey), yet they worked as missionaries in territory 
which came under the jurisdiction of the Latin-rite 
Church with headquarters in Rome. In 1980 the pope 
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proclaimed them co-patrons of Europe along with St. 
Benedict. 


Methodius was born between 815 and 820. Cyril was 
born between 827 and 828. They arrived in Greater 
Moravia what is now Czechoslovakia in 863 to begin their 
missionary work. 


Mostly through the efforts of Cyril, the brothers 
developed an alphabet as an aid to teaching Scripture and 
celebrating the liturgy. Cyril died in Rome in 869, and 
Methodius was named the first archbishop for the Slavic

It’s difficult to estimate population

SAN DIEGO — Like many immigrants to the United 
States, Filipinos must adapt to a variety of cultural 
differences. Filipino Catholics, who come from a country 
that is considered a ‘‘mission’’ area, find they have to 
adjust to belonging to an established, parishioner- 
supported church. 


One result of those cultural differences is Filipino 
Catholics in the United States often don’t see the need to 
register with their parishes. 

WHILE NATIVES of the Philippines are members of 
many different parishes within the Diocese of San Diego, 
precise numbers of Filipino Catholics within particular 
parishes are difficult to determine because of their 
tendency not to register, said Father Dionisio Macalintal, 
St. Rita’s associate pastor and spiritual director of the 
Filipino Cursillo. 

Despite this, according to parish statistics, 10 diocesan 
parishes contain large concentrations of Filipino 
Catholics. 

The 10 are Good Shepherd Church, Mira Mesa; St. 
Charles, Imperial Beach; Holy Family, Linda Vista; St. 
Michael, Paradise Hills; St. Mary, National City; Our 
Lady of Mount Carmel, Rancho Penasquitos; Precious 
Blood, Chula Vista; St. Rita, San Diego; St. Rose of 
Lima, Chula Vista; and St. John of the Cross, Lemon 
Grove. 


FATHER MACALINTAL explains the importance of 


actively involved’”’ in their parishes, Father Quinton said. 


“‘Registration is a means of getting them”’ involved in 
parish work, Father Quinton explained. 


The commission plans to explain to diocesan Filipino 
Catholics the importance of parish registration, Jimenez 
said.

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Bishop wants action 
against clergy killers 


MANILA, Philippines (NC) — A Filipino bishop has 
called for stronger action by the Philippine Catholic 
hierarchy to prevent killings of clergy. 


Meanwhile, government-backed groups are continuing 
what one American missionary has called ‘‘their smear 
campaign against priests and the Church in the 
Philippines.’’ 

BISHOP ORLANDO Quevedo of Kidapawan, 
Philippines, has demanded that the Philippine bishops do 
more than write a pastoral letter on the current situation 
in their country, where two Catholic priests, an 
Episcopalian priest and two Protestant ministers have 
been killed since March. 


““When you have a problem in the Church, you are left 
alone,’’ one priest said, describing Bishop Quevedo’s 
situation. 


The bishop and diocesan priests repeatedly have asked 
Philippine authorities to remove members of the Civilian 
Home Defense Force, a government-backed paramilitary 
group. 

MEMBERS OF the group have been charged with the 
killing of an Italian missionary in April. Church sources 
also blame the group for the June 12 murder of a Filipino 
church prayer leader, his wife and four children. 


Bishop Felix Zafra y Sanchez of Dipolog, Philippines, 
has blamed the rebel New People’s Army for the May 
death of another priest, Filipino Father Alberto Romero. 


Although a pastoral letter on the situation has been 
drafted by the Philippine bishops’ conference, Bishop 
Quevedo has urged the conference to use its voice more 
effectively. 


HE SAID after the Philippine bishops opposed the 
Preventive Detention Act and secret marshals, the law 
and the marshals were simply given new titles. 


Bishops’ letters also have opposed military abuses and 
injustices toward the poor, but nothing has been done, he 
said. 


Bishop Quevedo has not approved proposals on how 
the Church should react -after the April 11 murder of 


. Father Tullio Favali, a member of the Pontifical Institute 


for Foreign Missions. Shortly after the missionary was 
murdered in broad daylight, Cardinal Jaime Sin of 
Manila said he would back any action the bishop takes in 
the case. 


PROPOSALS TO the bishops have included 


excommunicating those involved or forbidding them to 
attend Mass. 


In Tulunan, Philippines, Father Peter Geremia said

Cursillo director Christianizes his world

SAN DIEGO — Bernabe Yamane begins every 
workday by praying the Memorare as he looks out over 
San Diego Harbor from his second-story window in. the 
county’s Department of Health Services. A copy of the 
prayer is glued to the accountant’s calculator. 


Near his desk an 8-by-10-inch ‘certificate from a 
management institute is almost hidden by holy cards of 
the Sacred Heart, Our Lady of Fatima and St. Joseph. 
On the partition which encloses his office space is posted 
an enlargement of two pages from My Daily Bread 
containing dialogues between Christ and the reader. The 
New Testament and a few religious pamphlets are 
scattered on his file cabinet. 


YAMANE, LAY director of the Filipino Cursillo in 
Christianity, takes seriously his commitment to 
Christianize his environment. After loaning his religious 
publications to co-workers, he is heartened to ‘‘see their 
faces brighten when they read them.”’ 


The father of five grown children is one of 334 Filipino 
Cursillistas in the diocese. Although he made his Cursillo 
in the Philippines in 1967, his ‘‘faith did not begin to 
mature’’ until he and his wife, Felipa, became involved in 
the San Diego movement. 


The former accounting instructor at a Manila 
university immigrated to the United States in 1968, 
looking for ‘‘greener pastures.”’ 


YAMANE WAS elected by the Filipino Cursillistas to 
succeed Narciso Ricasa as lay director two months ago. 
His goal is to make their motto — charity, humility, 
surrender (to God) — a reality for all participants in the 
movement. ‘‘If we work together in-harmony, we can 
reach our goal of practicing the teachings of Our Lord,”’ 
he said. Filipinos in the movement address each other as 
“‘brother’’ or “‘sister.’’ 


Why is the Filipino Cursillo separate from the English 
and Hispanic movements? Although the ‘‘talks on 


weekend classes are given in English, Filipinos prefer 
discussing them in Tagalog, the national language of the 
Philippines,’’ Yamane said. 


Before 1983 when Ricasa began his two-year term as 
lay director, a few candidates of ‘‘different ethnic 
backgrounds attended the weekends,’’ he said. 


ACCORDING TO Father’ Dennis Macalintal, 


spiritual director of the Filipino Cursillo community, this 
movement was formerly under the direction of the 
Military Vicariate because most of its members were in 
the Navy. In 1980 it became a diocesan-sponsored 
program, he said.

‘““The movement brings the Filipinos’ Catholic faith to 
life,’’ he added. After they learn their responsibility ‘‘to 
do something for Christ,’’ they become involved in their 
parishes through RENEW, CCD or by becoming 
liturgical ministers, the. associate pastor of St. Rita 
Church said. 


Rancho del Cielo, a youth camp in Ramona, was the 
site of the three-day weekends until La Quinta de 
Guadalupe was completed this winter, said Father 
Macalintal. 


THE MOVEMENT?’S “‘solid foundation can make it 
a powerful force’’ in helping its participants become an 
“active part of the Church,’’ he added.

In Washington, Isagani Yambod, information officer 
at the Philippine Embassy, said the goyernment is not 
spreading rumors.

Father Geremia, a U.S. citizen and member of the 
Pontifical Institute for Foreign Missions, said he went to 
the U.S. Embassy in Manila in May to seek help in 
ending the violence in the Kidapawan diocese and to 
report that his life was in danger. 
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Although U.S. Ambassador Stephen W. Bosworth was 
absent at the time, he later reviewed materials and 
pictures the priest left and spoke with Philippine President 
Ferdinand Marcos about the matter. 


ON MAY 29, the day after the ambassador’s visit with 
Marcos, the president issued an order to capture Father 
Favali’s alleged murderers — dead or alive. One of them 
was apprehended in mid-June. 


The Pontifical Institute for Foreign Missions has asked 
Father Geremia to remain in Manila temporarily. He 
said he thinks the CHDF might try to kill another priest. 


“I wasn’t sent back to Tulunan because the bishop and 
my superiors are afraid that is what would happen to 
me,”’ he said. ‘‘If they’re right, and I think they are, the 
CHDF is quite ready to kill again, and if not me, some 
other priest.”’

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Though suffering severe pains in his 
chest, Fray Junfpero Serra was 
determined to make a final tour of all the 
missions before his faculty to confirm 
expired on July 10, 1784. 


He decided to take advantage of an 
available ship to begin the long journey. 
Serra was conscious of the bad state of his 
health, but the possibility of imminent 
death did not occur to him. His 
determination to achieve his purpose was 
as strong as in 1750 and 1769. 


FIRST HE sailed to Santa Barbara, 
then on to San Buenaventura. On 
September 6, he arrived at San Diego and 
then moved on to San Juan Capistrano. 
At San Gabriel, Serra’s health was very 
poor. The friars there worried that he was 
about to die. Yet Serra continued his 
prayers, offered Holy Mass and 
confirmed. He even found time to write 
some important letters. 


Back north he went, visiting San 
Buenaventura again and the presidio at 
Santa Barbara. Then on to San Luis 
Obispo. At San Antonio he confirmed 
292 persons. He arrived back at San 
Carlos on December 15. 


He gave Vatican ‘positive’ news

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BACK AT Carmel, the presidente 
continued to work at his usual pace. Serra 
continued to baptize occasionally. His last 
conferral of that sacrament was on August 
2. Of the 1,014 persons baptized at San 
Carlos since its foundation, Serra had 
personally participated at 540. He had 
assisted at 182 of the 258 marriages and 
recorded 151 of the 377 deaths since 1770. 


Serra never stated that he ever walked 
between any of the missions during his 
years in Alta California, except perhaps 
for some distance along the Santa Barbara 
coast in 1777. 


Fray Francisco Palou on only one 
occasion declared that Serra walked. He 
always had to travel with a military escort 
and, of necessity had to keep up with his 
escort. His biographer concluded that the 
presidente walked only once from one 
mission to another. 


CONSIDERING THE difficulties of 
traveling, Serra’s journeys were 
remarkable. Between the years 1769 and 
1784, when he was between the ages of 56 
and 70, he made the following voyages by 
sea: from San Diego to Monterey in 


FATHER HYNES said he urged the 
cardinal to ‘‘come and see’’ what is really 
happening in the U.S. church.

ON THE other hand, Father Hynes 


said that the U.S. church is considered an 
example for the world to follow. 


Father Serra’s last confirmation tour 


1770; from San Diego to San Blas in 
1772; from San Blas to San Diego in 
1774; from Monterey to San Diego in 
1776, 1778 and 1783. 


By land the presidente traveled the entire 
distance between San Diego and 
Monterey five times; between Monterey 
and San Francisco eight times; between 
Monterey and San Juan Capistrano seven 
times; between Monterey and San 
Antonio 11 times. 


He also made a round trip between 
Monterey and Soledad once and another 
round trip from Carmel deep into the 
Santa Lucia Mountains into the Esselen 
territory. : 


THEN THERE were many trips 
between Monterey and Carmel. To these 
must be added the round trip between 
San Blas and Mexico City in 
1772 and 1773. Serra’s sea mileage for his 
California career amounted to 
approximately 5,400 miles; his land 
mileage about 5,525 miles. This was quite 
an accomplishment for an old infirm man 
under the physical and social travel: 
conditions of his day. 


“The Vatican leaders see the U.S. 
church as a ‘model’ for the entire Gatholic 
world, a world that they want to be 
orthdox and correct,’’ he said. 


Father Hynes said, ‘‘We have the 
highest percentage of church attendance, 
a high ratio of priests per people, even 
with declining vocations, and many other 
advantages.... We need to talk about 
strengths a lot more.

LINDA VISTA — When the Social Service Auxiliary 
hosted a rummage sale this year at the Bayside Settlement 
House here, the president of the group was told to be 
prepared to dicker about prices with the shoppers. 


She was ready for an unpleasant experience, but 
instead witnessed something that made her heart soar. 
One man at the sale was visibly ‘‘thrilled’’ at his ability to 
““negotiate’’ a lower price and purchase coats for his 
family. 

JAN BUTTERFIELD, outgoing president of the lay 
auxiliary that raises funds for the Sisters of Social Service, 
found that personal contact with refugees can ‘‘cure”’ any 
“negative”? feelings or attitudes based on unfair 
stereotypes. 


To help auxiliary members become directly acquainted 
with the Sisters’ works, Butterfield saw to it that the 
auxiliary’s fall (1984) meeting was held at the Bayside 
House, although, ‘‘Our ladies love to go to the Hotel 
Intercontinental’’ for such gatherings. 


The unusual meeting. site helped the women 


““recognize our original purpose,’’ she added. The ~ 


auxiliary raises money to provide a solid foundation for 
the Sisters’ efforts. They made more than $1,500 at the 
rummage sale and last year gained $5,000 at their annual 
Autumn Harvest Party. 


MORE THAN 75 years ago when the Sisters of Social 
Service order was established in Hungary, the nuns 
provided homes for young women forced to move to cities 
seeking work. Now, the order works on another continent 
and serves poor people, senior citizens, families and 
children in San Diego. 


The Sisters’ 255-member auxiliary determines what 
services to render based on ‘‘being attentive to the time, 
the mood and the Holy Spirit,’’ Butterfield said. 


“It was the vision of Bishop (Charles) Buddy that we 
set up this alliance here in San Diego,’’ Butterfield said. 
The auxiliary was founded May 1941 and incorporated 
September 1944. 


THE SISTERS live in a convent on Third Avenue 
and operate the Bayside Settlement House on Comstock 
Street (just off Linda Vista Road), which serves 500 
people a day; it is a satellite of the Bayside Settlement 
House on Union Street, which the Sisters also manage. 


The Sisters operate Camp Oliver, a 30-acre site with a 
lodge, swimming pool and sleeping facility in Descanso. 
Many church-related retreats are held at Camp Oliver in 
all but the summer months, when it is used as a youth 
camp. 


At the Bayside House, a variety of programs are 
available to children, families and senior citizens. The 
community college district provides teachers for classes. 
Low-priced clothing, produce and bread can be

purchased there. A blood pressure clinic is regularly 
offered. 


COMMUNITY WORKERS stationed there visit the 
homebound, plan bus trips and give ‘‘acculturation”’ 
classes. A few years ago when young Indo-Chinese men 
mysteriously died in their sleep, possibly because of 
“culture shock,’’ leaders of the Bayside House decided to 
address the problem through acculturation courses, said 
Sister Rita Anne Weitekamp, coordinator of the Bayside 
facilty. 

To help families, friends and neighbors of the victims 
cope, they invited teachers and guest speakers to offer 
classes and seminars. The acculturation class visited 
cemeteries to gain understanding of U.S. burial customs. 


Social Service Auxiliary members stock and provide 
clerks for ‘‘the Attic,’’ a thrift store on Union Street. 


THE AUXILIARY’S ‘‘most important 
moneymaker,’’ Butterfield said, is Charity Day at the 
Races. The auxiliary is one of three official charities given 
a share of the profits from ‘‘Charity Day’’ at the Del Mar 
Racetrack. That brought the auxiliary about $8,000 last 
year. 


Butterfield and Sister Rita Anne agree that the alliance 
between laity and Religious is productive. The foundress 
of the Sisters of Social Service, Sister Frederica Horvath, 
always sought “‘to involve people in our work. It allows us 
to do more,’’ Sister Rita Anne said. 


The auxiliary benefits from its connection to an order, 
Butterfield said. The power of the prayer offered by the 
Sisters has almost been ‘‘palpable,’’ she added. In her 


year-long presidency she learned to ‘‘move with the 
Spirit’’ and not insist on her ideas. 


BUTTERFIELD IS concerned about the waning 
interest in women’s service groups like the auxiliary. 
Their ‘‘junior auxiliary,’’ which consists of women who 
have been members fewer than 10 years, has just 35 
members. She has had a “‘hard time getting the young 
women interested’’ in social work. 


The juniors, although few in number, recently raised 
$35,000 at their annual Mardi Gras Ball at the Hotel del 
Coronado; the juniors’ primary responsiblity is Camp 
Oliver. 

“Volunteer work is not what it used to be. I keep trying 
to deal with that,’’ Butterfield, a parishioner of Our Lady 
of Grace Church, said. 


“I SEE a need in young women for the kind of 
sisterhood’’ found in church groups, Butterfield said. 
Many working women have little time to devote to 
volunteer activities, she added. 


Butterfield thinks women’s groups must examine the 
demands put on young ladies and change the form of 
groups to accommodate modern trends. 


After a year as president, Butterfield has strong 
opinions on what the goals of the auxiliary should be. ‘‘I 
think we need to live the Christian values. I don’t want to 
sound like (I’m issuing) pious platitudes, because that 
doesn’t serve anything.’’ She wants to see auxiliary 
members continue to develop ‘“‘comraderie’’ and a 
“‘single-minded purpose.”’

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Girl helps her mom, 
other lupus victims

LA MESA — For some, goal-setting is a soul-searching 
process. Others drift along with little apparent direction. 


Patricia Frosio identifies with neither extreme. At age 
12 she formulated a goal which has re-channeled her 
energies, amazed her family and captured the attention of 
the media. 

IT BEGAN when her mother, Dona Frosio, was 
diagnosed as having lupus, an incurable rheumatic 
disease causing her intermittent fatigue, fever, aching 
joints and a skin rash for the last 20 years. 


What could Patti do? Become a fund-raiser for the 
American Lupus Society ‘‘to let lupus victims know 
someone is helping them.”’ 


The graduate of St. Martin’s Academy has raised over 
$1,400 from sponsors responding to her poster, ‘‘Help 
Me Help My Mom,”’ by pledging funds for Patti’s jog-a- 
thon and annual bike-a-thons. 

THE FIRST event was in June 1982 at Helix High 
School where she and a friend jogged for two hours to 
earn $220. The following summer 40 sponsors supported 
her three-hour bike-a-thon at Santee Lakes and donations 
doubled. Last summer they reached $750 from 60 
sponsors of her Lake Murray bike-a-thon. Patti’s goal this 
year for her July 13 cycling feat at Lake Murray, where 
she will ride with some friends, is to have 100 sponsors 
pledge a total of $1,000. 


Proceeds are sent to the San Diego Chapter of the 
American Lupus Society for research on the 
inflammatory disease that afflicts an estimated million 
people in the United States, claiming about 5,000 lives 
each year. 

This is ‘‘one way I live my religion,’’ Patti said, who 
was baptized as a third grader by Father Donal Sheahan, 
pastor of St. Martin of Tours Church. ‘“The best way to 
show your faith is by your actions.”’ 


THE HELIX High School sophomore also volunteers 
several hours a week during vacation at the lupus society’s 
El Cajon headquarters, helping with mailings and 
directing patients to the location of their support group 
“‘rap’’ sessions.

“I’m very proud of Patti,’’ her mother said, smiling. 
She is ‘“‘self-reliant, organized, committed and follows 
through,’’ with her plans. 


Each fund-raiser demands these qualities. This year 
Patti made 20 posters to display in La Mesa businesses, 
wrote letters to newspaper reporters and prospective 
sponsors and canvassed her neighborhood. 


SUMMER VACATION is training time for Patti. She 
develops the necessary pedal-power by exer-cycle 
workouts, uphill bicycle rides and jogging. 


Her parents set a three-hour limit on her bike-a-thons. 
“‘Otherwise, she would ride until she collapsed,’’ Dona 
said. 


“I’m not too tired afterwards,’’ Patti countered. The 


annual projects ‘‘have had a maturing effect on me,’’ she 
added, describing herself as ‘‘shy.”’ 


THE TIMID teen-ager is a winner, as evidenced by 
the awards and certificates covering half her bedroom 
wall. A recent addition is a plaque from the Directors of 
Volunteers in Agencies, giving Patti first-place honors in 
the health services category for people under 21. 


Her interest in the medical field as a career began with 
a telephone call from a speech therapist impressed with 
Patti’s interview on Channel 8. The viewer had just 
returned from the East after visiting her mother’s grave 
— a lupus victim. The caller wrote to Patti, encouraging 
her to ‘‘choose a helping career,’’ Dona said.

Ladies of Charity: ‘It’s not just social...it’s work’

SAN DIEGO — Nearly two years ago, a women’s 
organization was formed by Father Joseph Carroll as an 
auxiliary to the St. Vincent de Paul Center. Called the 
Ladies of Charity, the group, which began with 45 
members, has grown to nearly 120 members. 


The group’s objectives include promoting the St. 
Vincent de Paul Center’s work in the community, 
providing volunteer assistance where needed and 
coordinating fund-raising events. 


THE LADIES of Charity volunteer at the St. Vincent 
de Paul Shelter (at the Travelodge), help staff the 
breakfast line at the St. Vincent de Paul Center and work 
at the Thrift Shop. They aid the center’s office with 
mailings, said Yolanda Walter-Meade, the group’s 
president. 


The Ladies of Charity were ‘‘instrumental in getting 
SHARE into Tijuana,’’ the president said: Walter- 
Meade has also spoken about SHARE at a national 
conference in Florida. 


The Ladies also have hosted or will assist in fund- 
raising events for the center. These include a recent 
triathlon and the opening dinner of Horton Plaza (set for 
August 8). The St. Vincent de Paul Center will be one of 
three major recipients of funds raised at the $50-a-plate 
dinner. Walter-Meade said 5,000 people are expected for 
the event, which some group members will attend and 
others will host. 


THROUGH SEPTEMBER of 1984, the ladies had 
raised close to $35,000 for the center. Since then, the 
group has accumulated another $15,000. 


The organization will formally install new members 
September 24 with a Mass at Founders Chapel (at USD), 
followed by a dinner at the Hilton Hotel. At the dinner, 
the ladies will present funds they have collected for the St. 
Vincent to Paul Center. 


Although the local auxiliary is part of the National 


Association of Ladies of Charity, Walter-Meade said, the 
San Diego group is ‘‘different from’”’ other associations in 
the United States because the group was ‘‘only formed to 
help with the St. Vincent de Paul Center...as an 
auxiliary. All the activities St. Vincent has, we staff. We 
can’t help another group because the new shelter needs all 
the help it can get. 


““WE DON’T have to work hard to get volunteers’’ for 
projects, Walter-Meade said. ‘‘We always have new 
members at our meetings (held the second Monday of 
each month).’’ Many of these first-timers volunteer for 
projects discussed at the gatherings. 
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‘‘Most of the women who come as guests (to the 
meetings) leave as members because they like what we’re 
doing,’’ she said. The group is ‘‘good for people who like 
to work on the local and national level.”’ 


Walter-Meade said most of the members are 
homemakers. Many of them belong to more than one 
charitable organization. ‘“They’re professional volunteers 
putting to work their knowledge about the community,” 
she explained. 


“IT’S A group where you can put to work all the 
knowledge you have...it’s not just social...it can be, but 
we work, too...with typing, mailing, fund-raising 
activities.’’ 


Although she used to work with other organizations like 
the museum and the symphony, Walter-Meade said she

quit many of these to work with St. Vincent’s because she 
wants ‘‘to help with basic needs...feed people, give them a 
place to sleep.”’ 


‘‘Any woman who gets involved with the Ladies of 
Charity will have a rewarding time...in any 
way...spiritual, social and physical, because we do some 
work,’’ she said.

I would suggest that arranging a date may not be the 
best way to meet someone. Dates put pressure on people 
to act certain ways, say the right things and, in general, 
make a good impression. 


A much better approach is simply to be friendly. 
Building a friendship takes away some of thé pressure of 
dating and still allows you to get to know someone new. 
Friendship offers freedom and support to another person. 
Friendship says, ‘‘I like you,’’ without setting up artificial 
conditions in a new relationship. With such an approach, 
worrying about making all the right moves is minimized 
and individuals are more willing to be themselves. 


Many young people have told me that at their high 
school such friendships are impossible. Going out with 
someone of the opposite sex is automatically seen as 
dating. 

I encourage young people to resist such unwritten rules 
or expectations. What is needed is more group discussion 
about peer expectations and the pressures of dating. 
Through dialogue teens can discuss past problems 
surrounding dating at their high school. And they can 
establish the freedom to form new ways of behaving and 
relating to each other. 


Don’t let dating be the only way to get to know persons 
of the opposite sex. Try friendship. It is easier, often more 
fun and may lead to a more satisfying and lasting 
relationship.

HE ALSO evoked the memory of Navy Chief Petty 
Officer Robert Dean Stethem, killed in Beirut, Lebanon, 
during the hijacking of TWA flight 847, as an example of 
the type of role-model today’s youth should emulate. 


Phelps’ remarks came the same day the National 
Collegiate Athletic Association was holding a special two- 
day convention in New Orleans with the presidents of its 
member schools to discuss drug use, recruitment 
violations and the issuance of scholarships to students who 
do not belong in school. 


Phelps called college an ‘‘embarrassment’’ for some 
because many students are unprepared for college as a 
result of poor schooling. 


‘““WHEN WE see this process we ask ourselves, even in 
college sports, ‘how far can. we go before we say stop?,’”’ 
he said. He called training and winning national 
championships only ‘‘moments’’ in a student athlete’s life 
and that coaches should remember that they are dealing 
with the athletes’ future. 


In calling for reform of the educational system, Phelps 
said there is a need to re-emphasize the basics of reading, 
writing, arithmetic and, “‘in this day and age, computer 
skills.’ He also called for the recruitment, training and 
re-training of teachers, principals and superintendents to 
help them handle students whose socio-economic situation 
is hampering their educational development. 


““The backbone of any nation is its educational system. 
And it’s time we paid teachers $50,000 to $75,000 a year 
to be equal professionals with doctors and lawyers,’’ he 
said. 

IN EVOKING the memory of Stethem, Phelps quoted 
Stethem’s brother Kenneth, who said the late serviceman 
had always wanted to help people and was a ‘‘strong 
Christian’’ who would speak out when he saw something 
wrong. 


“Robert Dean Stethem, All-America, 1985,’’ said 
Phelps.

¢ Elimination of freshman eligibility rules that permit 
freshmen to play varsity sports in college. ;

Raul Hernandez: Lo veo asi: Necesariamente tenemos 
que situarnos dentro del panorama de nuestra época; los 
cambios de la Iglesia (y del mundo) desde el Vaticano II, 
constituyen todavia una gran esperanza para los pueblos 
(como el nuestro) que han vivido la opresién, el racismo, 
la discriminacién, la desigualdad, el irrespeto a los 
derechos naturales; y esos mismos cambios constituyen 
una identificacidn mds clara de la Iglesia con los pobres y 
oprimidos (que es uno de los principales criterios 
evangélicos). 


Ahora bien: el proceso del III Encuentro es como una 
sintesis actualizada de esos cambios que son nuestra 
esperanza como pueblo y nuestra identificacién con la 
Iglesia.

Pregunta: :Cémo formar un verdadero pueblo 
hispano en San Diego? 

Ratil Hernandez: Usted sabe que un pueblo para 
formarse necesita ‘‘mfstica’’ o fuerza interior que lo 
motive e impulse a unirse y a luchar por su bien comtin 
total: y necesita ‘‘gufas’’ que alimenten esa mistica y que 
encaucen y conduzcan la accidn de todos hacia el objetivo 
comun del pueblo. Por eso, creo que en San Diego 
necesitamos una participacién mds directa del clero y de 
los lideres laicos con las comunidades, sin limitaciones, 
con un espfritu’ misionero centrado en ‘‘educar 
integralmente.’’ 


Pregunta: ;En qué area o propuesta trabajara e 
insistira Ud. particularmente durante su representacién 
en Washington? 


Ratil Hernandez: Yo me siento identificado con tres 
prioridades que me parecen estrechamente 
interrelacionadas, complementarias: educacién integral, 
Juventud y formacidn de lfderes. Las apoyaré todas, en 
cuanto pueda. 


Pero, he estado estudiando y experimentando 
especialmente los problemas de educacién con las 
minorfas y creo que por ahi serd mi propuesta principal 
en Washington: sobre la educacidn total de la persona 
hispana y de la comunidad hispana en los Estados 
Unidos. 


Le agradecimos a don Ratl sus respuestas y, al 
despedirnos, nos sorprendié con esta importantfsima 
advertencia: “‘Digales a los lectores y a todos los hispanos 
de San Diego que el III Encuentro no termina en 
Washington; allf alcanzard su punto central, pero de ahi 
en adelante debemos continuar trabajando el proceso que 
sera entonces de realizaciones prdcticas, y que no puede 
detenerse mientras no se cumplan de verdad las 
propuestas que ahora se preparan y plantean. Dios nos 
ayude, porque lo principal: ‘‘la accién eficaz’”’ apenas va 
a empezar después de Washington.”’

St. Elmo’s Fire 

Seven friends cope with the world after graduating from college. Evidently aimed at that 
segment of youth who felt too old to empathize with The Breakfast Club and too young for The 
Big Chill bunch, St. Elmo’s is populated by shallow, boring, self-absorbed people and since 
they are presented as Georgetown graduates, the university should sue for defamation of 
character. Because of the movie’s mostly favorable view of sexual promiscuity and of sex 
outside of marriage and its amoral atmosphere, it has been classified O — morally offensive 
— by the U.S. Catholic Conference. The Motion Picture Association of America rating is R 
— restricted. 


5 Cocoon 
Three old Rover Boys, young at heart, become young in body as well when the swimming 
pool they have been sneaking into becomes charged with a rejuvenating force by some genial 
extraterrestrials intent on reviving hibernating comrades left behind on a previous expedition. 
Good acting from some veterans rarely in the spotlight, but the plot premise is weak and 
contrived and the view of rejuvenation banal and condescending. The movie, moreover, 
reinforces the stereotypes of old age as sexless and of women as passive. Though it’s suited to 
a fairly wide audience, some locker room humor and the emphasis upon the sexual aspect of - 
rejuvenation rule it out for pre-teen-agers. The U.S. Catholic Conference has classified it 
A-II — adults and adolescents. The Motion Picture Association of America rating is PG-13 
— parents are strongly cautioned to give special guidance for attendance of children under 13. 


Lifeforce 
Vampires from outer space wreak havoc in this disjointed movie trying to sell itself by 
exploiting sex and gore. The U.S. Catholic Conference has classified it O — morally 
offensive. The Motion Picture Association of America rating is R — restricted. 
Pale Rider 


Clint Eastwood plays a mysterious stranger who helps a group of embattled miners in their 
struggle with a brutal magnate determined to run them out and take over their claims. In all 
essentials a remake of Shane made more palatable to current taste with a bit of sex and much 
more violence. The U.S. Catholic Conference has classified it O — morally offensive — 
because of its glorification and lovingly detailed depiction of violence. The Motion Picture 
Association of America rating is R — restricted.

NEW YORK (NC) — In a column 
some weeks ago, I had some harsh things 
to say about the way the movie Sylvester 
was being promoted as a family film 
when, in fact, its dialogue was peppered 
with vulgarities, it had a_ graphic 
attempted rape scene and the 16-year-old 
heroine initiated sex with her boyfriend. 


In denouncing the way the movie was 
publicized and the way so many 
dimwitted critics characterized it as a 
family movie, I got a bit carried away. 
Noting the PG rating, I observed that you 
couldn’t trust not only the critics and 
advertisers, but also the Motion Picture 
Association of America. 


THIS WASN’T being fair to the 
MPAA because if that organization had 
intended to designate Sylvester as a family 
film, it would have rated it G — general 
audiences. 


What I meant to say, and I regret my 
lack of precision, was that the PG rating, 
though it clearly indicates that parental 
caution is in order, nonetheless has 
emerged in the popular mind as meaning 
nearly the opposite. For all practical 
purposes, the PG has become the mildest 
rating, a G-rated movie emerging once in 
a blue moon. 


The blame rests not upon the MPAA 
but on the movie industry. The MPAA is 
merely the messenger bearing the bad 
news. And part of the bad news is that 
PG, though milder than PG-13 and 
certainly R, is often attached to movies 
that would greatly disturb parents whose 
standards are more exacting than those of 
the ‘“‘most American parents’’ the MPAA 
has in mind when it makes its decisions. 


A GOOD case in point is The Goonies, 
the summer’s big fun movie, if we can 
believe the critics and the advertising. 


The Goonies, which relates the 
adventures of some loud-mouthed kids in 
search of buried treasure, is a ‘‘Steven 
Spielberg presents’? movie. Now since 
Spielberg didn’t write it, didn’t produce it 
and didn’t direct it, it might not be clear 
to the uninitiated how he can present it, 
but the truth is that his hand is 
everywhere apparent,- and that’s reason 
enough for parental concern. 


Why? Well, if I might be allowed what 
seems like a digression, in the middle of 
the 19th century some English writers and 
painters founded the pre-Raphaelite 
Brotherhood, dedicated to reviving the 
spirit of art as it was before the advent of 
Raphael. 


NOW I realize it’s probably too much 
to hope, but I yearn for some gifted 
filmmakers to form a_ pre-Spielberg 
Brotherhood. These pre-Spielbergites 
would rediscover the joy and innocence of 
the old Hollywood adventure movies and 
dedicate themselves to doing something 
similar. 


THE FAMILY 
SECRET IS... 


has done? Far from it. Innocence has 
nothing to do with what Spielberg has 
done. His movies smirk at us and invite 
us to join in the self-mockery so that we 
can feel superior. By way of entertaining 
young people he panders to them. 


The Goonies, while it avoids the kind of 
language that would earn an-R, has 
dialogue fashioned after the kind of 
scatalogical and gross-out humor now in 
vogue in the fifth grade. 


IN AN opening scene, for example, a 
clumsy boy knocks over a miniature of 
Michelangelo’s David which stands on a 
table in the home of another boy. Guess 
what gets broken? I’ll give you a hint: it’s 
not David’s sling. 


“Will your mother notice?’’ asks the 
perpetrator. “‘Sure,’’ says the boy whose 
house it is. ‘“‘She notices everything.”’ 


Then they glue the broken part back on 
but get it upside down, provoking, no 
doubt, still more merriment among the 
young viewers. 


NOW IF you feel that you might have 
reservations about letting your first or 
second- or third-grader be exposed to this 
kind of humor, then you have reason to 
take the PG rating at its literal meaning 
and not as an indication that the movie is 
innocuous. 


The same goes if you don’t want to 
have your child join the crowd and start 
using all the crude and vulgar language 
currently cool among the elementary 
school crowd. And you might feel this 
way even if you’re not a religious person. 
but, nonetheless, are one of those old- 
fashioned types who believes that there is 
some virtue to civilization and good 
manners and that a boy shouldn’t use 
four-letter words while talking to his 
mother. 


Another point that I haven’t time to 
develop here has to do with exposing your 
child to ethnic slurs — anti-Italian here — 
which also marked another popular movie 
for young people, Sixteen Candles. 


FINALLY, THOUGH it’s not a very 
cheering note on which to end, even if 
you don’t let your child see The Goonies, 
the movie is going to have an influence 
upon him or her. For one thing, he or she 
has a good chance of seeing it at some 
future birthday party — shown, perhaps, 
by a parent who would rather study for a 
Realtor’s exam than preside over kiddie 
games. 


More subtle than that, however — and 
in the long run, a graver consequence — 
the validation given to vulgarity by a 
popular movie like this is going to 
increase the peer pressure upon your 
child to conform.
